business, export, import, consump- 
tion, all must start from it. We have 
as yet no well-defined or thoroughly- 
organied bureau of statis*‘es in ° 
lode; it is the hope of many that such 
ja department will soon be under way, 
and it is easy to see what an import- 
ant place the census wilj have in 1t. 
England, France, Germany, and to » 
lesser degree tne United States, all 
have careful compilations cf statistics, 
and if you look them over you will 
find that the census has much to do 
with the basis of calculation. 

As said before, the census is not 
merely a counting of noses, the enum- 
erator leaves you pumped dry of in- 
formation about yourself, and on the 
accuracy of what you tell him depends 
to a great degree the accuracy of the 
vitally important census figures. 

Take sc..edule T., for instance. Here 
are a few of the things the census 
wants to know about you: Your name, 
your place of habitation, sex, rela- 
tionship to head of family, whether 
you are single, married, widowed, di- 
vorced, or legally separatc~, month of 
birth, year of birth, age at last birth- 
day, country or place of birth if immi- 
gr t, year of immigration, year 
of naturalization, nationa!ty, relig- 
ich, occupation or trade, employ- 
er, employe, or working indepen- 
cont. Of course there are a few 
otuer things which might have ,been 
included, but they are in the other 
schedules. 

A seventy-two-page booklet has 
L-en issued to the commissioners and 
enumerators instructing them in their 
duties. Apparently, everything has 
been thought of, and the otticials have 
little excuse for mistakes. Should 
these occur the schedules must be 
c_refully returned to the Department. 

And at the head of the organization 
sits Mr. Archibald Blue, LL.D., ruddy 
of face, white of hair, low and gentle 
of voice, the busiest man in the Dom- 
inion of Canada these days. The cen- 
sus is a highly-organized machine, 
with Mr. Blue at the throttle. And

Sometimes the newspapers get dicta- 
torial and force policies onthe e:ty 
councils which they would otherwise 
refuse to accept. This has its dangers 
as well as its benefits. 

The power of the city newspaper has 
been well illustrated by events in Re- 


of Regina decided to exclude the press 
from counci! and committee meetings, 
on the ground that civic rulers would 
be more likely to talk more sense and 
act more wisely if they deliberated 
in private. Ths newspapers objected 
and finally boycotted the council. For 
iuree months they refused to mention 
«2 council or committee meetings or 
to publish any information as to what 
was going on at the city hall. A tew 
days ago, the council succumbed to 
the pressure and the doors were again 
thrown open w the press. 

In Montreal, the reform of munici- 
pal affairs, which occurred over a year 
ago, was almost entirely due to news- 
paper suggestion and agitation —Cana- 
dian Courier.

THE EASTERN STATES 


How the Trusts Have 
Great ‘“‘Market of Ninety 
Millions.” * 


Mr. C. L. Sibley, of Montreal, who 
has recently returned from a tour 
of the Eastern States where he wrote 
a series of articles fot the Montreal 
Star on ‘Deserted Farms in the 
United States,” says in referring to | 
Reciprocity :— ai* 

Do the Canadian farmers imagine 
that they can invade the markets of 
the United States and succeed where 


so many American farmers fail? If 
so, let them make a survey of farm- 
ing conditions east of the Mississippi 


in the United States. If there were 
any virtue in this cry of free access 
to a market of ninety millions of peo- 
ple, or if the United States had even 
begun to have reached its Hmit of 
production, surely these farmers 
would at least have begun to feel 
the benefit of it. Exactly the reverse 
is the case. 

The United States census reports of 
the 20-year period from 1880 to 1900 
show that in that time no fewer than 
15,344 farms in New England went 
out of existence, that there were 
17,000 less farmers in these States 
at the end of the period than at the 
beginning, and that some 5,000,000 
acres of land that were in cultivation 


in 1880 went out of tillage and culti- 
vation. 

And thanks to the trusts the pro- 
fits of the-farmers in the great mar- 
kets now to be placed open to the 
people of Canada are so small that 
the decline of farming in New Eng- 
land is still progressing despite free 
access to the market of ninety mil- 
lions of people. Last year—the year 
of their census—there were in New 
England 187,418 farms, which is 2.3 
less per cent. than the number at 
the census of 1900. The total acre- 
age of these farms in 1910 was 19,- 
674,000 acres, and.in the acreage 
there had been in the last ten years 
a decrease of 4.3 per cent. Of this 
total acreage not quite one-half, or 
to be exact, 7,242,000 acres, was im- 
proved land. 

Here are some of the prices of 
farms actually on offer at this mo- 
ment in the New England States: 
In the town (or, as we call it, the 
township) of Bethel, Windsor Coun- 
ty, Vermont, a farm of 45 acres, 
| $700; another of 90 acres, $1,300; 
another of 360 acres, $2,600. In the 
township of Brattleboro, Vt., 190 
acres, $1,000; 100 acres, $800; at 
Chester Depot, Rutland County, 195 
acres, $2,000; another of 280 acres 
for $2,500; another of 250 acres for 
$1,600; another of 225 acres for $1,300

What, then, is the matter? The 
trouble is that this market into 
which the Canadian farmer is to be 
invited to try his luck, is in no need 
of Canadian produce. The trouble is 
that the United States, with its great 
range of territory and its climate, 
produces a vast surplus of all kinds 
of rarely products, and these 
products are manipulated by the food 
distributing trusts to the disadvan- 
tage of many of the producers. Go 
up and down this country in which 
the New England farmers ought to 
find a profitable market, and what 
do you find? You find the cold stor- 
age plants of the Chicago packing 
houses and of the fruit and dairy 
trusts taking the toll that the farm- 
ers ought to +7 from the breakfast 
and dinner tables of the great army 
of consumers,

several / THE RIDDLE OF THE FIREFLY. 


So Far tt Has Baffled Science, but 
When It Is Solved, as It Eventually 
Will Be, We Shall Have Light With- 
out Heat and the Perfect Lamp. 


The scientist set down a small biack 
box and impatiently pushed aside the 
| powertut microscope and the deljcate 
bolometer, “lt is most discouraging,” 
be muttered, “to bave such a treasure 
before one’s eyes and still be unable 
| to grasp it.” 

1 looked in the little box, surprised 
to find nothing but a few brilliant fire- 
flies, The scientist began to explain. 

“In that box is the mort efficient {l- 
fuminant known to man. The radiant 
output from one of those insects cor 
responds to nearly fifty watts a can- 
die, while our very best artificial illu- 
Minant, the flaming arc lamp, gives 
only two or three watts to the candle. 
Whe light from those insects, as re- 
corded by the bolometer, radiates little 

\ if any heat, while the very best fncan- 
descent lamps waste more than 99 per 
cent of the electrical energy in use'ess 
heat. If 1 could read this secret of 
the insect world and make a lamp af:- 
er its pattern | could produce 384 can- 
die power from the same current that 
gives sixteen candle power today. Some 
day the secret will be read.” 

The source of all light (except the 
light from fireflies and their kin) ts a 
substance raised to a temperature suf- 
ficient to set up waves in the sur 
rounding ether, which, when falling 
upon the eye, produce the sensation | 
Wwe know as light. Light waves vary 
in length between one thirty-three. 
thousand-four-hundredth and one six- 
ty-five-thousandth of an inch, the first 
being extreme red and the second ex- 
treme violet. Rays of white light 
have a length of one forty-tive-thou- 
sandtb of an inch. The sun ts a great 
mass of white bot matter, It is the at- 
mosphere that enables us to see light, 
and outside of our atmosphere it is ab- 
solute darkness, as dark as the interior 
of Mammoth cave. Ip an arc lamp it 
is ‘the white bot particles of carbon 
floating between the two electrodes 


that produce light. In the incandes- 
cent Jamp it is the hairpin filament in- 
side the glass globe that, when heated 
by electricity, gives off light waves. 


Means that if the sun could be chang- 
ed into a ball of tungsten it would 
throw off only 1,000 candle power of 


The prism sbows that white light is 
composed of a buppy blend of all col- 
ors of the spectrum. The sun gives 
the only pure white light, with tbe arc 
lamps a close second and the metal 
filament inocandescents taking third 
place. Sky light, such as comes from 
the north on a clear day, is bluish 
white Gas manties give greenish 
light, open flame yellow light and kero- | 
eene orange light. 

By the laws of evolution the buman 
eye bas become accustumed to sun 
light, or sky light, coming obliquely 
trom above, and our eyes resent light 
coming from any otber source, Snow 
bitndness,: distress trom white sand or 
fwater, is the result of violating this 
rule. The upper eyelid is adapted to 
shade the eye from a strong light 
from above. ‘I'he iower lid cannot per- 
form tbis office, so when a strong light | 
fs refiected op into the eyes it blinds | 
us, 

The X ray has proved beyond doubt 
{ that there are light rays which move 
two fast for buman eyes to register. 
Whis Ngbt penetrates books, wood, pa- 
per and even buman fiesh. With the 
fiuoroscope to assist our eyes we can 
see the bones in our arm witbout both- 
ering to remove coat or shirt. But a 
man with X ray eyes would be sadly 
handicapped in this world, for be 
could see nothing but solids, such as 
earths and metals, and would be un- 
able to eee a board fence at all. Be- 
yond doubt there is light so bright 
that the eyes cannot see it, and to us 
all is darkness beyond what our eyes 
will register. 

Light rays themselves are invisible. | 
When they move through the ether : 
alone our eyes cannot see them, conse- 
quently all is tota! darkness. But 
when they meet with the resistance of 
our atmosphere, producing heat, they 
register on the’ retina and—behold, we 
can see! As the atmosphere thins 
rapidly as we go upward, so in pro 
portion the air resistance diminishes,

The stage which left Edmonton for 
Athabasca Landing on a recent day 
carried among its passengers Messrs.

the Mackenzie River the most 
northerly demonstration farms in the 
Dominion.
